TROLLEY RUNS AWAY’. 


Nine Passengers Injured on a Buffalo 
Street Car. 
Buffalo, N. Y., July 9.—Nine men were 
badly injured by the derailing of a trol­ 
ley car a t N orth Buffalo yesterday. 
A gang of about seventy-five Italians 
and Poles boarded the car to go to 
Tonaw anda, where they are engaged In 
grading the new electric road between 
this city and N iagara Falls. Ju st after 
the car left the station the m otorm an 
noticed som ething was wrong w ith the 
brakes. 
The car was then on a steep 
grade and its speed increased until it 
reached a frightful velocity.

passengers grew terribly excited, and

Those of the 
passengers who escaped injury w ent 
to the assistance of those beneath the 
car and soon had them removed. Nine 
were found to be quite badly injured, 
bu t only two, V ictor M arcel, a Pole, and 
Pasquelo Suallo, an Italian, were seri­ 
ously hurt.

t h a t door of successes is not yet fully 
open, and th o u san d s of business men 
a re yet suffering from the distressing 
tim es through 
which 
we 
have 
been 
passing. 
Some of the best men in the land have 
faltered ; 
m en whose h e a rts are en­ 
listed in every good work, an d whose 
h a n d s have blessed every g re at c h a r­ 
ity. 
The C hurch of God can afford to 
extend to them her sym pathies, and 
plead before heaven with all-availing 
p ra y er. The schools such m en have es­ 
tablished, the churches they have built, 
th e asylum s an d beneficent institutions 
th e y have fostered, will be their eulo­ 
gy long a fte r their b anking institutions 
a re forgotten. 
Such men 
can 
never 
fail. T hey have their tre a su re s in b anks 
t h a t never break, an d w..i be million­ 
aires forever. 
B ut I th o u g h t it would 
be appropriate, to-day, and useful, for 
m e to talk about the trials an d te m p ta ­ 
tions of our business men, and try to 
offer some cu rativ e prescriptions.

his

bookkeeper; 
he would m an ag e all the 
affairs himself, 
an d every th in g would 
be net profit. 
W onderful changes have 
come; costly ap p a ra tu s, extensive a d ­ 
vertising, ex o rb itan t store rents, heavy 
tax atio n , expensive agencies are only 
p a r ts of the dem and m ade upon our 
com m ercial m en; and when they have 
found 
them selves 
in 
such 
circum ­ 
stan ce s with sm all capital, they have 
som etim es been tem pted to run ag a in st 
the rocks of m oral and financial de­ 
struction. 
This tem p tatio n of limited 
capital has ruined m en in tw o ways. 
Som etim es they have sh ru n k down un­ 
d er the tem ptation. T hey have yielded 
th e battle before the first shot w as 
fired. 
A t the first h ard dun they s u r­ 
rendered. 
Their knees 
knocked 
to ­ 
g e th e r a t th* fall of the auctioneer's 
ham m er. 
T hey blanched a t the finan­ 
cial peril. 
T hey did not u n d ersta n d 
t h a t there is such a th in g as heroism 
in m erchandise, 
and th a t 
there 
are 
W aterloos of the counter, and th a t a 
m a n can fight no b ra v er battle w ith 
th e sw ord th a n he can w ith the y a r d ­ 
stick. 
T heir souls m elted in them be­ 
cause 
su g a rs 
were 
up 
when 
they 
w an te d to buy, an d down when they 
■wanted to sell, and unsaleable goods 
w ere on the shelf, and bad debts in 
th e ir ledger. 
The gloom of th eir coun­ 
ten an c es overshadow ed even their dry 
goods 
and 
groceries. 
Despondency, 
com ing from limited 
capital, blasted 
tljem. 
O thers have felt it in a differ­ 
e n t way. They have said: “ H ere I have 
been tru d g in g along. 
I have been tr y ­ 
ing to be honest all these years. 
I 
find it is of no use. 
Now It is m ake or 
b re ak .” 
The sm all c ra ft 
th a t 
could 
h av e stood the stream , is put out be­ 
yond the llght-house, on the g re at sea 
of speculation. He borrow s a few th o u ­ 
san d dollars from friends, who dare 
n o t refuse Him, and he goes b arte rin g 
on a large scale.
